How Do You Select A Good Herd Bull? 


By Monroe C. Babcock 


I don’t know. I’m asking you. I think the method that I 
followed from 1947 up until last year is pretty much the same 
as shooting at a crow that’s flying through the air and not 
taking very careful aim. Only by luck do you succeed. That’s 
the way it’s been with me. 

The first bull I had, came from Cornell University and con- 
sidering that I didn’t pay much for him, [| think he did a pretty 
nice job. My herd was small then, and he sired quite a long 
string of bull calves. Also I sold a few of his daughters at sales. 
I think we have four of his daughters in the herd now, and I’ll 
be frank and admit that I’m keeping three of them just to help 
test out the bulls that we are progeny testing. One of the three 
had several calves, and then we couldn’t get her bred for a year, 
but finally succeeded. This of course is a serious mark against 
her. Then there was one that lost her calf at birth. We ran all 
kinds of tests on her and she showed no disease. She has pro- 
duced regularly since. The youngest cow of the four lost her 
calf at the time it was supposed to be born, and she also showed 
no signs of disease. One of the cows has been exceptionally 
good and produces one of our best calves each year and also 
produces the fastest growing calf on the farm each year. Since 
I purchased several bulls last year and gave them an even 
chance on the quality of the cows to which they were mated, I 
am more or less committed to keep these cows and see how the 
calves turn out before selling any of them. (We had a 96% calf 
crop in 1954 so herd health is good.) 


My second bull was the Grand Champion Bull at the Ithaca 
Sale a few years ago, and he was a good looking bull. Unfor- 
tunately, he was unable to get any cows bred and the breeder 
who consigned him gave me a younger bull and a bred heifer in 
his place. I should not have taken the second bull because I 
didn’t like him when I saw him, and I did not like his calves. 
Also he produced one calf that was a dwarf and was the only 
dwarf that has appeared on our farm as yet. I have hung on to 
the mother of this calf as a “tester cow” because I know that 
she also carries this factor. I sold off all the daughters of this 
particular bull except two and I’ll sell them just as soon as the 
calves they are carrying reach weaning age, and we can run 
some sort of a weight and type test on them. 


Next, I purchased two bulls down in Dutchess county, both 
sired by extremely good sires with national reputations. I be- 
lieve in the case of one bull I was a little too hasty in deciding 
against him because the older his heifers became, the better they 
looked. Just the same, he was more or less of a heterozygous 
bull, inasmuch as he produced some outstanding offspring and 
a few that were pretty poor looking, even from some outstand- 
ing cows. His offspring as a whole had an awful lot of quality. 

The other bull was a little more shallow bodied. Also his 
hide was too thick and heavy, and I was too dumb to recognize 
it. His calves looked beautiful when they were young, which led 
me to make the mistake of using him extensively the second 
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year. His second crop of calves have also looked very good as 
small calves, but as they get older they do not look as good to 
me. Am I too critical? 

Another breeder here in New York State, Jack Frederick- 
sen, and I own what I think is a good bull—Ankonian 3290th. 
We had a little trouble getting him going as a breeder, but he’s 
going very well now, and I have high hopes for this bull. 


I believe, in the purchase of all the above mentioned bulls, 
I’ve been pretty much like the fellow shooting at the flying 
crow. If I happened to hit the jackpot, it would be luck only. 

Last year, we purchased four young bulls carrying a very 
high concentration of Tolan breeding and used them on quite a 
number of cows in an effort to get some sort of a sample of the 
offspring of each bull. I think the theory that we followed in 
picking these bulls is much more sound than our previous ideas. 
The calves are just starting to arrive from these bulls and are 
too young at this time to make any sort of statement as to how 
they will turn out. My favorite of the bunch is an intensely in- 
bred son of Eileenmere 1100th. 


Some of these bulls are not very good looking, but breeders 
of other types of livestock are well aware that the higher con- 
centration of inbreeding you get, the poorer the animal itself is 
likely to look. On the other hand, it may knock the lid off of 
everything when it comes to producing outstanding offspring. 


You might say to me, “Babcock, you’re a dumb cluck. You 
should have gone out and spent thirty thousand dollars and 
bought yourself an outstanding bull.” I think maybe that’s true 
if you knew that the bull would produce uniform, outstanding 
offspring. I have seen a lot of fellows spend big prices for bulls 
and by mating these bulls to a large number of cows and for- 
getting about the poor offspring, make an expensive bull look 
mighty good. Also some fellows have spent this sort of money 
for a bull and have secured a bull that proved to be outstanding 
and delivered outstanding offspring. It can be done and I think 
it’s a big event in the Angus business when such a bull is 
produced. 

If someday we succeed in the Angus business, we hope we 
produce bulls that will perform these miracles more regularly. 
I also hope that you are able to do the same thing with your 
breeding program.

In our opinion, the master breeder of yesteryear, who did not have the theoretical knowledge of 
genetics that we have today, based their improvement program on the simple axiom of breeding the 
best to the best. This produced some of our greatest bulls but, here again in many cases, recognition 
came too late.

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VIBRIO INFECTION IN CATTLE 


(Facts and Fiction; Things We Know and 
Things We Do Not Know)

(The following material, by a recognized authority on bovine medicine and obstetrics, 
was presented at the Inter-Breed Cattle Association of New Jersey meeting this winter 


at Princeton, New Jersey.—Editor’s Note) 


Tue FIRST part of the subject should be to define what we mean 
by vibrio infection or vibriosis since some people apparently have 
not encountered it in their herds and have not become immediately 
acquainted with it. It is an infection of the male and female genital 
organs by a spirochete-like organism called Vibrio fetus. This 
organism is capable of invading only the sheath of bulls; therefore, 
it is delivered in their semen with practically every ejaculation 
whether it is direct or artificial. It is also prone to become a res- 
ident of the uterus of most heifers and many cows bred by infected 
bulls. It remains there long enough to cause death of the fetus at 
a very early age or as late as several months of age. 

In the experiment that was conducted at Cornell, one of the 
fetuses was expelled at 183 days (six months) and two others, 
which may or may not have been due to vibriosis, but were in the 
experimentally infected group were expelled at 276 and 282 days. 
In another infected group, one fetus was expelled dead at term at 
272 days. To discount the importance of those cases, one fetus was 
expelled dead at 278 days in the absolutely clean group. There was 
but one retained placenta in the three groups of thirty experimental 
heifers and that was in an infected group. In general, we do not 
attribute anything to vibriosis except sterility and an occasional 
early abortion. 

History 

This disease, vibriosis, was essentially forgotten after it was 
discovered by McFadyean and Stockman in England in 1913 and by 
Theobald Smith at the Rockefeller Institute at Princeton, New 
Jersey in 1918. 

It is interesting, and a cause for some disappointment perhaps, 
that the infection which has proved to be a genuine venereal disease 
was of little importance until 1940 and later when artificial breed- 
ing was popularized. 

I can recall very definitely, however, that there were many 
problem herds, before artificial breeding started, where any type 
of prevention seemed to fail to work and where it appeared that 
the bulls were not fertile. This war time while their semen looked 
to be very motile and very good. 

No doubt some of these herds, which we observed before the 
days of artificial breeding, were infected with vibriosis. We simply 
were unable to diagnose it by then available means. But it must be 
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said that there were herds where an occasional animal would abort 
and the vibrio organism would be isolated from the fetus and yet 
there would be no sterility problem in the herd using the same bull 
regularly by direct service. 

No doubt from some of these serious outbreaks that have oc- 
curred in our better breeding establishments and that passed un- 
recognized, bulls were selected for artificial breeding and helped 
spread the disease throughout the bull studs of the country. So at 
the present time, it was stated by an authority recently, that at 
least sixty percent of the bulls in two of the largest studs in the 
United States are known to be infected. The same percentage 
seemed to exist in these bulls whether or not the bulls were young 
or old or had been bred directly before they entered the studs. This 
might indicate that they picked up the infection after reaching the 
group of bulls where semen was collected by use of artificial vagi- 
nas. Perhaps the bulls were handled carelessly from a standpoint 
of preventing the spread from bull to bull through the hands of 
attendants. 

No vibriosis is seen in herds where total artificial breeding is 
used and has been used for years. 

Dr. W. L. Williams, years ago at Cornell, was sure that the 
bull had a great deal to do in some way with the cause of sterility 
and with breeding diseases in general. You may recall that he dis- 
counted the importance of brucellosis. He was wrong about that, 
but he was very far ahead of his times by thinking that the in- 
fected bull was the basis for most of the sterility that was occur- 
ring in some herds. He had no idea that the cause was in the bull’s 
sheath in the form of Vibrio fetus or Trichomonas bovis, pseudo- 
monas or some as yet undiscovered agent; but he did irrigate the 
sheath with all kinds of disinfectants to attempt to remove what- 
ever was there before and after each servicee. This indicates that 
trouble, spread possibly by the bull, was very serious from 1900 to 
1920 in a few herds at least. 

The Real Cause 

The use of infected old or young bulls on clean susceptible 
cattle of any age will spread V. fetus by direct service. It can be 
caused too by intravenous or subcutaneous injection, but not reg- 
ularly. Improperly diluted or undiluted semen will spread it even 
better especially if deep insemination (Please turn to page 138

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Gene —The Universal Calf

3d Installment 


When Mutations Are Minor Irritants 

If the mutant gene is recessive, its original possessor will look 
like a completely normal animal. Half of the offspring from the 
original possessor will be completely normal in their inheritance 
while half will carry the mutant gene, on the average. But the 
sampling fluctuations which occur with small numbers will fre- 
quently cause the mutant gene to be accidentally lost. In other 
cases, especially if a well known and popular herd sire happens to 
have a mutant gene, it can become widespread in the breed purely 
by chance. Several generations later, when remote descendants of 
this bull are mated, calves receiving the mutant gene from both 
parents will show the defect. Note that this mating of his descend- 
ants did not cause the defective inheritance. The defective inher- 
itance was already present and the matings simply helped it show 
up. 

But as you can see, these recessive mutations are not likely 
to cause much trouble in a whole breed. First, the defective gene 
frequently will be lost. Second, if it does become widespread 
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enough by chance to appear widely in the breed, selection will tend 
to make it scarcer. So neither the recessive mutations nor the 
dominant ones described above are likely to be serious problems in 
a whole breed, although the recessive ones may occasionally cause 
individual breeders considerable trouble.

For example, let us assume that a normal gene mutates to a 
defective recessive gene at the rate of one in ten thousand. This 
defective gene would tend to accumlate in the breed until one calf 
out of ten thousand was being born defective because it received 
the defective gene from both parents. Then the defective genes 
coming into the breed by mutation would exactly equal those going 
out of the breed through the loss of defective animals. Thus an 
equilibrium exists which for the breed as a whole would mean the 
loss of one defective calf out of every 10,000 born. These recessive, 
defective mutations then are only a slight irritant rather than a 
major breeding problem. Remember in the above case that we as- 
sumed the mutation rate was one out of 10,000. The actual evidence 
on laboratory animals suggests that the rate is much lower for 
most genes. 

Carriers Preferred 

With the truly recessive mutant which we have been consider- 
ing, carriers of the mutant gene are indistinguishable from an- 
imals with two normal genes. Generally speaking, the carriers are 
no better or worse than other animals. Now let’s consider a dis- 
tinctly different situation. Suppose there is something about the 
carriers, or about some of them, which breeders like. Then breed- 
ders will tend to select carriers and this will make the mutant gene 
increasingly abundant. Eventually an equilibrium will be reached 
between the man-made selection for carriers and the natural selec- 
tion against the defective calves. But if the selection for carriers 
is at all strong, this balance will occur only at a level so high that 
there will be many defective calves born each generation. Then this 
becomes a serious situation for the whole breed as well as for many 
individual breeders. The defective gene becomes scattered so wide- 
ly through the breed and so many cows will carry it that even 
breeders who have had little or no trouble with freaks in their own 
herds may find themselves selling bulls that produce freaks. 


The Snorter Dwarf 

The majority of the defective and freakish types of the he- 
reditary kind seem to be completely recessive. These are usually 
referred to as “genetic trash”. They have been observed and 
studied in many countries and in many different breeds but few of 
them have become frequent enough to cause serious trouble even 
to individual breeders. However, one particular type of hereditary 
dwarfism has recently become an economic problem in beef cattle. 
This type has been definitely identified in both the Angus and 
Hereford breeds. No one knows exactly how serious it is, or how 
widespread it is, or all the blood lines that carry it. We do know 
a lot about its inheritance because that has been studied in pedi-

grees from breeders’ herds, and in experimental matings made at 
several of the agricultural colleges. We call this freak the “Snorter 
dwarf” because many of the dwarf calves breathe heavily, lack 
coordination, and have staggering locomotion. They tend to have 
short, broad heads, undershot lower jaws, protruding tongues and 
bulging foreheads. They tend to bloat, particularly as they grow 
older and many of them die from bloat, pneumonia, or other weak- 
nesses associated with their general deformity. 

Many, but not all, of the parents of Snorter dwarfs are among 
the good animals of their respective breeds. This has caused many 
people to fear that carriers of the Snorter dwarf gene are prefer- 
red over non-carriers. But no one knows exactly wherein the pref- 
erence lies—it may be that the carriers are a little shorter in head, 
body, or legs—nor can it be said definitely yet that there is a 
preference. But to assume that there is some preference in most 
cases best fits all the known facts to date. If this should prove to 
be true, breeders who have the Snorter gene in their herds are in 
for a real battle. Those who haven’t it yet run the constant risk 
of introducing it as they add new blood (new genes) to their herds. 

If the carriers were noticeably and consistently different from 
non-carriers in any one respect in outward appearance the carriers 
could be identified and eliminated. But our experience to date has 
been that there is so much variability in cattle, both among carriers 
and non-carriers, that it will be quite difficult to find a method of 
discriminating between the two kinds on outward appearance. 


Breeding Tools 

But several regular breeding tools can be adapted to fight 
dwarfism. Look first at the six possible mating types given in 
Table 1. Note the kinds of offspring which will result from those 
matings. We have used N to indicate the normal gene and n to 
indicate the Snorter dwarf gene. Thus NN is a normal individual; 
Nn is one that looks normal but is carrying the dwarf gene (a 
carrier); and nn is a dwarf.

Breeders will ordinarily not make the three matings which re- 
quire using dwarfs as parents (matings 4, 5, and 6). Many Snorter 
dwarfs are sufficiently normal from a reproductive standpoint to 
be used for breeding and enough matings of type 4, 5 and 6 have 
been made at experiment stations to know that the results given 
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are correct. Matings of types 1, 2 and 3 are regularly made by 
breeders where the dwarf gene is present. Note that only in type 
3 are dwarfs produced, and then only one-fourth of the offspring 
are dwarfs. 
Parents of Dwarfs Are Carriers 

Note also that a single dwarf calf convicts both sire and dam 
as being carriers of the dwarf gene. Even where a mating that has 
produced a dwarf is repeated a second time, calves of normal ap- 
pearance will be produced three-fourths of the time. Many breed- 
ers have repeated such matings and concluded that the first dwarf 
observed must not have been an hereditary type when the second 
calf proved to be normal. But quite apart from the dwarf gene, 
full brothers are not expected to be exactly alike in all respects,

so it is equally improbable that they would both receive the dwarf 
gene from their parents except in a small percentage of the cases. 
If carriers are mated consecutively to produce two calves the prob- 
able outcomes is: 

Two normal calves in 9/16 of the cases 

One normal and one dwarf in 3/16 of the cases 

One dwarf and one normal in 3/16 of the cases 

Two dwarf calves in 1/16 of the cases 
By this reasoning 7/16 of the carrier bulls would have produced at 
least one dwarf calf after having had two calves out of carrier 
cows. This is really a progeny test, although a very inaccurate one 
if the breeder stops with two calves. 

Matings of type 1 will never produce dwarfs since the dwarf 
gene is not present at all. Matings of type 2 will never produce 
dwarfs but half of the offspring will be carriers. Since types 1, 2 
and 3 may be occurring simultaneously, and only one-fourth of the 
calves from the third type are dwarfs, it is at first difficult to un- 
derstand the underlying inheritance when a breeder sees the re- 
sults in his own herd. 

High and Low Transmitters 

Bulls get to be known as “high transmitters” and “low trans- 
mitters” of dwarfism but in actual fact any bull which ever sires 
one of these Snorter dwarfs is equally as guilty as any other. Bulls 
known as high transmitters are those which happen to be mated 
to a cow herd which has a high percentage of carriers. Good or 
poor luck in gene segregation may also be important when the 
number of offspring is small. Even if all of the cows were carriers, 
a breeder would expect only 25% dwarf calves. Yet we know of 
several cases where more than 25% dwarf calves were born in 
small herds. But there are other cases where breeders have had 
just as many dwarf genes in the parent stock but by chance were 
more fortunate than average and had only a relatively small per- 
centage of dwarf calves. These dou’t usually come to our attention 
but they can be found if one studies consecutive breeding records 
in many herds. Thus the high transmitters and low transmitters

have one dwarf gene and one normal gene. All carriers transmit 
the dwarf gene in 50% of their reproductive cells on the average. 
We have checked this experimentally on bulls who had previously 
established reputations, one as a high transmitter and the other as 
a low transmitter. When mated to proven carrier cows both bulls 
produced the expected 25% dwarfs in the experimental herd. Re- 
gardless of how many dwarfs a bull produces, there is no tendency 
to “use up” his dwarf genes. The probability of getting the dwarf 
gene in one of his reproductive cells is always one-half. 

Now lets look at the basic problem of how breeders may go 
about cleaning up their stock and reducing the frequency of the 
dwarf gene after it once gets into a herd. 


Clean Up By Pedigree 

Breeders can immediately stop the appearance of dwarfs if 
they use bulls free from dwarfism. It is natural that certain herds 
and families will establish reputations as being free from dwarfism. 
Because of the recessive nature of the defect, dwarfism may exist 
in a herd or in a strain that is thought to be clean. If dwarfism is 
widespread in a breed, about the only way of being fairly certain 
that a family is free of dwarfism is to choose one that has been 
bred completely separate from the rest of the breed for many 
generations. Even if a family has been free, a fairly common dwarf 
gene can get introduced unwittingly by mistake or by errors in 
pedigree. Also, there is the remote possibility of an identical mu- 
tation occurring in a free family, although we think this possibility 
is very, very small. 

The chief danger of trying to classify entire families as “clean” 
or as “carriers” is twofold. As mentioned above, there is some pos- 
sibility of the dwarf gene being present without breeders having 
discovered it and some danger of its being introduced accidentally. 
Another very great danger is that even the worst of the “carrier” 
families are sure to contain many excellent animals which are 
entirely free of the dwarf gene. As pointed out above, even matings 
of two carriers will produce some offspring completely free of 
dwarfism. Of the animals which appear normal, from a carrier x 
carrier mating, one-third will be entirely free, while two-thirds will 
be carriers of dwarfism. Where only one parent is a carrier, 50% 
of the offspring will be entirely free of dwarfism. j 

Avoiding the close relatives of dwarfs helps materially where 
the relationship to the dwarf is high but quickly loses its effective- 
ness as the relationship becomes more remote. The probability of a 
descendant of a carrier receiving the dwarf gene from the carrier 
ancestor is halved each generation as is shown below:

These figures do not include the extra probability that the descend- 
ant might have received the dwarf gene from some other ancestor 
which nothing was known about. If the dwarf gene is at all abun- 
dant, the chances of getting the dwarf gene from an unknown 
source may be as great or greater than that of getting it from a 
remote ancestor that was known to have been a carrier. The chief 
point here is that most pedigree information is likely to be ex- 
tremely inaccurate, and many good breeding animals must be dis- 
criminated against if one depends very strongly upon pedigrees. 
While it would help some to discriminate against close relatives of 
dwarfs, this method will almost surely be carried to extremes by 
discriminating almost as strongly against distant relatives also, if 
that is all breeders have to go on. Remember that pedigree in- 
formation is most accurate for close relatives of dwarfs and for 
“clean” families that have been bred entirely separate from the

rest of the breed for a long time. Unfortunately, even this rela- 
tively low degree of accuracy will be lowered still more in practice 
by the human tendency to conceal information on dwarfs and to 
publicize herds as free of the dwarf gene simply because no dwarfs 
have been born in those herds. 


Clean-Up By Progeny Test 

The most certain way of recognizing an animal’s genetic make- 
up for dwarfism is by mating him to known carriers. Unfortunate- 
ly, this progeny test has to be quite extensive to be accurate. Re- 
member that in carrier x carrier matings, 75% of the calves look 
normal. The following table shows the percentage of carrier bulls 
that would escape detection with different numbers of calves from 
carrier cows. Since the probability of the carrier sire producing a 
normal calf in any mating with a carrier cow is three-fourths, you 
can obtain the probability for a sire having any number of con- 
secutive normal calves by multiplying three-fourths by itself for 
any number desired.

Even with 10 calves from known carrier cows, 6% of the carrier 
bulls would not have produced a dwarf. Although the progeny test 
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is not completely accurate except with very large numbers, 68% 
of the carrier bulls would have declared themselves by producing 
at least one dwarf with the first 4 calves. But this would be small 
consolation to the breeder who had invested many years in an in- 
adequately proven bull only to find out eventually that he was a 
carrier! 

Cows never produce enough calves to progeny test them ade- 
quately as individuals. But some information can be gotten on the 
frequency of the dwarf gene in a group of cows of similar breed- 
ing. For example, if a group of half sisters from a carrier sire were 
mated to a second carrier bull, about 1/8 of the calves should be 
dwarfs. Even if nothing was known about the original sire such a 
ratio would strongly indicate that he was a carrier, particularly if 
many of his daughters were included in test. Then the breeder 
would know that one-half of that bull’s daughters were carriers, 
although he would be unable to tell exactly which ones were. 

The frequency of the dwarf gene among the cows is reduced 
by one-half each generation a clean sire is used. Thus in a herd 
where 16% of the cows were carriers originally, the use of clean 
bulls in consecutive generations would reduce the frequency 16% 
to 8% to 4% to 2%, ete. Eventually, the remaining one or two 
carrier cows would fail to leave any carrier offspring, quite by 
chance. These percentages assume that the breeder is not con- 
stantly selecting carriers over non-carriers as herd replacements. 

If one occasional carrier bull is used, the frequency of the 
dwarf gene among his offspring immediately jumps to 50% plus 
the fraction of dwarf genes they receive from the cows. So it is 
much easier to get into trouble than it is to get out completely, 
although the use of a clean bull may stop the appearance of actual 
dwarfs immediately. 

Obviously, a test herd of carrier cows for progeny testing bulls 
can be justified financially only for a very large herd. Then it may 
pay off in two cases. First, a breeder may want to reduce the fre- 
quency of the dwarf gene in his purebred herd. Second, he may be 
reasonably sure his cow herd is clean and he wishes to prevent the 
introduction of the dwarf gene in his female stock. In either event, 
he would not want to sell breeding stock from the test herd of 
carrier cows. 

Another difficulty with the progeny test is that of maintain- 
ing the test herd of carrier cows. That becomes increasingly dif- 
ficult in proportion to the success in eliminating the dwarf gene 
from the breed. That is another reason for thinking breeders will 
have a real battle on their hands in any case where the carrier of 
a dwarf gene is preferred even slightly over non-carriers.

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Wuen I, as a young boy, first became 
enthused with Aberdeen-Angus cattle, I had 
visions of a great future for the breed. 1 
had a feeling that with these black cattle, 
which so interested me, I could go places. 
I might even some day become a well known 
breeder. As a matter of fact, 1 had day 
dreams which, in my own estimation, could 
never come true. 

As I look back now on those days I real- 
ize that instead of being visionary I was al- 
together too conservative in my outlook. J 
am reminded of this every time I attend a 
big show or an important sale. I am re- 
minded of it when I read the reports of the 
most recent successful sales and the most 
important shows. It was particularly called 
to my mind when I looked through my 


grand lot. There was not a great increase 
in numbers over the earlier show, there 
having been 805 entries at that show as 
against 946 at the show about which I am 
now writing. But with the prices at which 
the animals were sold, and every animal in 
this show is supposed to be sold at the auc- 
tion which follows the judging, there is such 
a wide difference that it is almost un- 
believable and this pertains both to the ex- 
treme top prices and the general average. 

For example, at the recent Perth show 
the top price paid for a bull was 11,500 gs. 
whereas at the Perth show at which I 
judged the top price paid was 3,100 gs. And 
I have a very vivid recollection of the ex- 
citement this price created, it having been 
the highest ever paid up to that time. I be- 


discriminating buyers at the Perth sale and 
that accounts, to a large extent, for the 
high average quality of the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle of Argentina. On two differ- 
ent occasions I have had the privilege of 
assessing the quality of Argentine cattle 
at the Palermo show and each time I was 
amazed at their uniform excellence. I think 
this high uniform quality of the Argentine 
Angus, and this applies to other beef breeds 
of that country as well, is pretty good proof 
that consistently breeding to the best does 
produce results. 

As is well known, the Argentines have, 
from the beginning, bought a very large 
percentage of their Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing stock from British breeders. One rea- 
son for this is that the breed originated in 


Random Thoughts—Past and Present 


February 12th issue of the Scottish Farmer, 
a British livestock publication which I 
would not be without, and read the report 
and examined the pictures of the animals 
exhibited and sold at the recent great Perth 
show which has been held annually for a 
great many years in the mother country of 
our breed. 

As I read through the reports of this 
year’s show and studied the pictures of the 
winners and noted the prices at which they 
were sold, I was very forcibly reminded of 
the progress the breed has made, at this 
British show with such a long and dis- 
tinguished history, since I personally had 
the high honor of acting as judge there not 
so many years ago as time is measured in 
the progress of our breed. 

Not having seen the animals exhibited at 
the recent Perth show, and taking into con- 
sideration the improved methods of animal 
photography, I am unable to say how much, 
if any, better they were at this recent great 
show than they were at the time I acted as 
judge there. But I am sure they were a 
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Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


lieve there is not a great deal of difference 
in the rate of exchange now than existed 
then which made a guinea worth a little 
over five dollars in American currency. At 
this year’s auction, 578 bulls sold for a 
grand total of 408,360 pounds or an aver- 
age of over 706 pounds. I do not recall the 
exact average of the sale of bulls for the 
year I was at Perth but as nearly as I can 
remember it was only a little over 100 
pounds. For those who are not familiar with 
British currency terms, a pound ordinarily 
is worth 25 cents less than a guinea. I have 
never been able to understand why the 
British report some of their sales in pounds 
and others in guineas, although i have been 
told that on some of the important British 
sales, at least, the auctioneer receives his 
fee in the difference between the value of 
the pound and the guinea. I would not want 
to state this as a definite fact, however. 

Another significant thing about the sale 
of the Supreme champion of the recent 
Perth show for 11,500 guineas, a record for 
the breed in its homeland, this year’s 
champion was purchased by an Englishman, 
Sir William Roots, when, as a rule, the Su- 
preme champion of the Perth show has gone 
to the Argentine. 

Apparently, however, the Argentines were 
present in force as they always are at this 
world famous event, as I note from the re- 
port of the sale that 58 bulls went to Ar- 
gentina for a total of 105,525 pounds which 
included many of the higher priced ones, 
one at 10,000 gs. and another at 11,000 gs. 
The Argentines have always been the most 


the British Isles where it has been under 
improvement longer than in any other part 
of the world. Another reason is that the 
British buy most of the great meat supply 
which Argentina has for export and we buy 
none except canned meat which can not 
carry the foot and mouth germ which we 
must zealously guard against. 

Another important phase of cooperation 
between the British and Argentine breed- 
ers, which to some extent, at least, is the 
result of the conditions just mentioned, is 
that Argentina, for a great many years, 
has secured practically all of her judges for 
their great Palermo show from the British 
Isles. Only on very rare occasions have they 
had a judge from any other country. I con- 
sider myself very fortunate in having been 
two of these exceptions. 

The British, up to quite recent years, 
have selected their judges for their most 
important shows, as has been true of our- 
selves, from amongst their own country- 
men. But within recent years, their judges 
have come from the United States, Canada, 
Australia, South Africa and the Argentine. 
I was pleased to note that at this year’s 
Perth show, as had been the case on one 
previous occasion, my good friend Dr. Car- 
los Guerrero from Buenos Aires did an ex- 
cellent job of placing the cattle at this 
gigantic show. And it is no small accom- 
plishment to satisfactorily judge 946 entries. 

Don Carlos is the son of Don Hector 
Guerrero, whose father first introduced Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle to the Argentine. Don 
Hector carried on in his father’s foot-steps 
and to the best of my knowledge is still 
operating one of the largest herds of Ar- 
gentina. And I believe Don Carlos now 
operates his own individual herd. I shall 
never forget the three wonderful days I 
spent as a guest with Don Hector on his 
vast estancia of over a million acres. I

Once more the board of directors of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation has reiterated its stand against the 
Danish system of judging beef cattle at 
livestock shows and fairs. 

At a meeting March 18, in Chicago, the 
board unanimously passed the following 
resolution which deals with the payment of 
premium monies at junior competitions: 

“Be it resolved: That premium monies 
will be made available only for boys 
and girls in 4-H and/or FFA competi- 
tion at shows where steers and/or heif- 
ers in the breeding classes are individ- 
ually placed according to relative merit 
to as many places as premiums are of- 
fered and ribbons designating placings 
are awarded, and which select a grand 
champion and reserve grand champion 
over all breeds.” 

The association board pointed out the 
Danish system of judging, now used in only 
a few shows, does not recognize a winner 
as does the American system. Under thea 
Danish system, individuals are graded into 
groups according to market standards. 

Boys and girls who enroll in 4-H Cluli 
and FFA work should do so to gain the 
most experience and education in animal 
production. Only under the American sys- 
tem of judging where animals are placed 
one, two, three, four, etc., according to in- 
dividual merits, can the farm youth learn 
the type of animal which will make him 
most successful as one of the nation’s fu- 
ture cattlemen. 


BOARD RESOLUTIONS COVER 
ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION RULE 
AND CANADIAN REGISTRATIONS 

At the March 18th board meeting two 
additional resolutions were passed: one 
covering the rules on artificial insemination 
and the other fees for registration of pure- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus born in Canada and 
imported to the United States. 

The following resolution was adopted ex- 
plaining the intent of the rule on artificial 
insemination: 

“Be it resolved: That under the rule 
adopted regarding artificial insemina- 
tion, it was the intent and purpose 
thereof that the dam so served shall be 
the sole property of the owner or one 
of the co-owners of the bull so used. 
That this interpretation shall be effec- 


tive as to cows served after May 
1, 1955.” 

The other resolution passed by the board 
changed the fees for registering Canadian- 
born cattle: 

“Resolved, that animals born in Cana- 
da and imported into the United States 
shall be eligible for registration upon 
the payment of a fee of $5.00 per an- 
imal if application is made within one 
year from date of importation; if ap- 
plication is made after one year of date 
of importation, the fee shall be $25.00 
to members and $50.00 to non-members; 
provided that any animal which is the 
produce of artificial insemination shall 
be recognized only if meeting the rules 
applicable to such animals born within 
the United States, and provided further 
that any imported animals to be eligi- 
ble for registration must comply with 
all other applicable regulations of the 
American Association.” 


PLANS COMPLETED 
FOR ANGUS CONFERENCE 


The promotion committee of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
completed plans at their meeting March 17 
in Chicago for the first American Aberdeen- 
Angus Conference which will be held June 
30 through July 2 at Oklahoma A. & M. 
College, Stillwater. 

Inquiries about room reservations are 
already arriving at the association offices. 
Doyle Chambers, secretary-treasurer of the 
Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus Association and 
a member of the animal husbandry depart- 
ment at Oklahoma A. & M., assures visitors 
there will be plenty of room for all.

J. H. QUISENBERRY DIES 
WELL KNOWN KENTUCKY 
ANGUS BREEDER 

James H. Quisenberry, 73, widely known 
Clark County, Kentucky, farmer and Angus 
breeder, died March 28, after an illness of 
one week. 

A member of one of Clark County’s oldest 
families — the Quisenberrys being among 
the pioneers at Fort Boonesboro — Mr. 
Quisenberry had spent his entire life on his 
farm, about six miles south of Winchester. 

He gained a wide reputation over the 
United States as an Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er. At various times he served as a director 
of the American Angus Association as well 
as the Kentucky and Southeastern Angus 
Associations. 

Mr. Quisenberry was one of the first 
Clark Countians to establish a herd of reg- 
istered Angus—having founded his herd 35 
years ago. He was a pioneer in the estab- 
lishment of the “Club Calf” program in 
which boys and girls in 4-H and FFA work 
raise Angus through a supervised program. 

His farm, known as Hill Crest, was oper- 
ated under the business name of J. H. 
Quisenberry and Sons. Survivors include his 
wife, the former Inez Hampton; three sons 
—Henry A., Thomas M., and James H., all 
of Winchester; and nine grandchildren. 

Funeral services were conducted March 30 
from the First Christian Church in Win- 
chester, with burial at Winchester Cemetery.

What's Ahead for the Cattle Business? 


That is a question many folks would like to 
have answered. I wish that I knew the right an- 
swer to the problem, or could make a statement 
that would sound convincing to the majority of 
the folks interested in beef cattle. I am sure 
that cattle prices are as good as conditions war- 
rant, are as high as the quality of the cattle can 
demand, and surely the majority of the animals 
sold at auction bring as much as any buyer present 
intends to pay on the particular day those ani- 
mals are sold. 


Everyone in the cattle business is in com- 
petition with each other, not 
merely within each breed, but 
in inter-breed competition. 
Each producer of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus is anxious to 
attract aS many prospective 
buyers as possible to his sale 
--not merely known breeders 
and known buyers <= but all 
prospective buyers of beef 
cattle. 


The auction sales have done 
a great deal to improve our 
breed. Selling cattle at auc- 
tion is a distinct advantage 
to both buyer and seller. The 
buyer is at an advantage be- 
cause he has an opportunity to make his selections 
from a cataloged group of cattle, each one paraded 
before him and each one selling to the highest bid- 
der. The seller has the advantage of turning his 
surplus cattle into cash in a one day event, of at- 
tracting many visitors to his farm to see his herd 
and making new contacts that might result in fu- 
ture private treaty sales.

It is always a pleasure to attend an auction 
and to watch new folks select their first Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, to see how pleased they are to 
show their newly acquired animals to their 
friends. Frankly, many breeders miss a splendid 
opportunity to make new friends when they attend 
an auction sale, and probably the great possible 
promotion for the breed and your own interest in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is to take the time to con- 
gratulate new buyers on their purchases. A few 
minutes following a sale can do the trick and it 
wouldn't hurt too much if you would take time to 
go along with them to have them point out their 
new bull, or new cows. You make friends by talk- 
ing to strangers, and it is easy to build friend- 
ships when both of you are interested in good 
livestock. 


Each year Aberdeen-Angus breeders try to 
think of brand new ideas to help promote their own 
herds and attract more prospective buyers to 
their sales. It is true that fashions of the past 
will be the new fashions of the future, so a good 
many of the present day ideas were not unheard of 
many long years ago. 
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This day I had a visitor to our plant, he was 
a man by the name of Escher, a well known name in 
the Aberdeen-Angus business. His grandfather was 
Chas. Escher, Sr. "The Man with the Steers", aptly 
named perhaps because of The Escher Live Stock 
Special, when 35 carloads of his steers were 
Shipped to the Chicago Market in June, 1906. His 
was the famous Longbranch Aberdeen-Angus herd 
located at Botna, Iowa, a herd founded in 1892. 


I was most happy to come into the possession, 
if only as a loan, of a half dozen old sale cata- 
logs. The first one was for the Longbranch Sale, 
May 26, 1909, and I would like to quote a few ex- 
cerpts from the fore part of this book. "During 
the past five years we have bought more high class 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle than any breeder or firm 
on the face of this globe, so that today our herd 
constitutes one of the largest, if not the largest 
collection of fi fashionable bred Aberdeen-Angus in 
existence. “Our herd represents the best that 
money and and judgment could gather together, and we 
are not g guilty of buying pedigrees when the - in- 
dividual itself wa was found wanting". 


How often in recent years have we heard this 
doctrine being preached to the buyers of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle? You have no doubt taken part in 
many discussions based on this statement made by 
Mr. Chas. Escher in his catalog back in 1909, ten 
years before Fred Hahne founded the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal. 


Another statement taken from the Longbranch 
and Pleasant View sale catalog of 1916, this of- 
fering for one hundred and thirteen cows and 
twenty-one bulls. The property of Chas. Escher, 
Jr., and Escher & Ryan. Froma statement entitled 
GROWTH, they said, "In 1892 our foundation herd 
numbered close to one hundred i head. “We have made 
four importations from Scotland in the “past ten 
years, and these importations aggregate 150 head, 
and in the judgment of Great Britain's top author- 
ities, ‘She gave up her best’. Our record as pur- 
chasers of tops at America's leading sales in the 
past twenty years stands without peer in 2 oo 


alitouten each animal a space of ten feet". 


While perhaps we should not spend too much 
time in the past I feel that a few more quotations 
are important, not that (Continued on page 92

#4 WASHINGTON 


Flashes 


Ou, to be in Washington now that Spring 
is here. 

This is a refrain that brings many vis- 
itors to the capital each year to see the 
sights, and smell the cherry blossoms. The 
city looks its best and the weather is balmy, 
with the heavy summer heat as yet to come. 

Politically, however, Washington in 
Spring can be the hettest time of the year. 
For Benson & Co. over at USDA, and farm 
lawmakers on Capitol Hill, the political 
weather now is about as uncomfortable as 
it ever gets. 

The Secretary is so hot under the collar 
that if it was the old-fashioned celluloid 
type he’d melt it down, The reason is what 
the lawmakers, some of them Republicans, 
have been saying about his price policies. 
Much of it is unprintable, but what they say 
to the boss farmer’s face has been enough 
to start a public fight. 

It began awhile back when official fig- 
ures showed that the farm income decline 
was not stopping as Benson & Co. had pre- 
dicted. Net farm income, as a matter of 
fact, went down a surprising 10% in 1954, 
and most signs point to a further drop this 
year (although cattle prices are expected to 
hold up). Prices have been down on future 
markets, production cutbacks are severe in 
wheat and cotton. Spring planting inten- 
tions show big shifts to non-controlled crops 
that may result in bigger over-all crop pro- 
duction this year than last. 

All of this is a source of deep concern to 
farm-area Congressmen who want to be re- 
elected next year. Much of the blame for 
the way prices have been going, whether 
deserved or not, is being heaped upon Sec- 
retary Benson. His answer to critics is that 
things are much better than they appear 
down on the farm. To substantiate that 
view he points out that if you consider the 
number of people who have left the farm, 
and non-farm income of farmers, you find 
that income per person of the farm popula- 
tion actually has gone up a little, instead of 
down. 

This argument makes many Congressmen 
see red. It accounts in large part for the 
recent blast against Benson from the House 
Appropriations subcommittee on Agricul- 
ture. A majority of lawmakers on this 
group, in a recent public report, let fly at 
Benson in the following words: 

“The Secretary points out that, with few- 
er farmers, the gross farm income divided 
by the number of fewer farmers means the 
farm picture is brighter than many believe.

The committe cannot subscribe to such 
reasoning...” 

(As one observer put it privately, “all 
Benson’s got to do is break—some—more 
farmers and those left will be even better 
off”.) 

The congressional group went on to 
charge that “political and other considera- 
tions” predominate in Benson’s department 
“to the point of preventing action.” This 
and other accusations in the report aroused 
the Secretary to the point of delivering a 
counter-blast against the committee in the 
form of an official USDA press release (a 
surprising tactic in view of the fact that 
the committee has chief responsibility for 
deciding how much money the Secretary’s 
department gets): 

The committee’s report, Benson’s public 
release charged, “appears to be primarily 
political propaganda .. . If farmers are be- 
ing forced off their farms, it is the farm 
law rather than the Department of Agricul- 
ture which is responsible . . . Any decline 
in income that farmers have experienced 
occurred while we had an unrealistic rigid 
support law ... we expect farm income in 
1955 to hold at about the present level.” 

Spring or summer, hot or balmy, there 
will be more chapters in this particular 
Washington story.

Outlook for cattle feeders is good, based 
on early official surveys of crop prospects 
for this season. Growers’ planting inten- 
tions point to 2% more acreage this year 
than last for four feed grains. 

Early spring intentions of growers in- 
dicated plantings would be about the same 
as in 1954 for corn; with barley acreage up 
9%, sorghums 7%, and oats 1%. With a 
record carryover of feed grains in prospect, 
total of feed concentrates figures to be 
above last year’s peak of 181 million tons. 

Forecasters have been surprised by the 
apparent large acreage of upcoming crops. 
With government supports lower than last 


year, feed prices are expected to slide, bar- 
ring drought and bad weather. 
Price support for ’55 corn will be about 


$1.58, national 
$1.62 last year. 
Dollar-cents support for oats, barley, and 
sorghum grain are to be 20% lower than in 
04. “With an average growing season this 
year,” say USDA officials, prices of these 
three grains probably will decline at least 
seasonally this summer, and are expected 
to be lower than usual in relation to corn.

Private forecasters are advising stock- 
men to keep an eye on fed cattle prices for 
a clue to market trends generally. The 
prognosticators figure that if the large 
supply of fed cattle and pork can be ab- 
sorbed without sharp market breaks, as 
marketings rise seasonally, producers will 
be in pretty fair shape. Most of the veteran 
guessers think cattle prices over the year 
will average out approximately the same as 
last year. 

“The seasonal decline in prices of higher 
grade cattle,” say USDA livestock men, 
“probably will reach the low point in spring 
or early summer. In prospect for grass cat- 
tle is a seasonal increase this spring follow- 
ed by a decline this summer and fall.” 


The Agriculture Department this spring 
is launching a nationwide survey of eating 
habits of U. S. families both in city and 
rural areas. The data when gathered is ex- 
pected to show what and how much of meat 
and all other foods Americans are eating, 
and reasons why. Doing the survey under 
contract to USDA is National Analysts, 
Inc., a private marketing research firm. The 
survey will include 6,000 households in 42 
states.

Cattlemen are to get more sales competi- 
tion this year from the pork industry. 
Building up across the country is a cam- 
paign to put more pork products on Amer- 
ican tables. Pork promotion will be pattern- 
ed on the cattle industry’s eat-more-beef 
drive of recent years. 

USDA is cooperating with industry in 
pushing pork sales, as it has done with the 
beef industry. Main purpose is to shore up 
hog markets which have been slipping. 
USDA forecasters expect hog prices to 
firm, but to “stay below the spring and 
early summer of last year.”

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IDAHO ANGUS HERD 


S. F. Tews Combines 
Irrigated Crops and Blacks 
With Good Results. 


A GOOD DEAL of the state of Idaho is 
very rugged surface, with many ridges and 
spurs projecting from the mountain ranges. 
But, it is also a fact that there are con- 
siderable areas of fairly level or rolling 
prairie land between the larger mountains, 
and smaller valleys between the minor 
mountain ranges. In the southern part of 
the state are the Snake River plains, an 
extensive area with comparatively level sur- 
face, an area that by all means should be 
ideal for farming operations or livestock 
production. 


But, there is one drawback to the farm- 
ing possibilities of these plains areas, a 


shortage of rainfall. Because of the inter- 
vening north-south mountains to the west 
of the State, especially the Cascade Range, 
which rob the eastward moving winds of 
much of their moisture, precipitation is 
light except at the higher elevations. The 
annual average precipitation in the state of

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ing received, on an average, over the south- 
ern and eastern parts of the state and parts 
of the interior. 

The Angus ranch we are going to cover 
in this article happens to be located in the 
drier area of the great state of Idaho, but 
because of the tremendous strides made in 
the irrigation programs in Idaho the crops 
on the S. F. Tews Angus Farm at Filer, 
Idaho do not have to depend on the vagaries 
of the state rainfall. The government has 
harnessed the mighty Snake river and much 
of the country of southern Idaho is irri- 
gated with water that backs up behind the 
huge American Falls Reservoir, ready to be 
utilized by the areas many and varied crops 
at the proper moment. 

The irrigation program in that part of 
Idaho, an area of 700,000 acres that is more 
commonly known as the Magic Valley, be- 
gan in 1906 and S. F. Tews can almost be 
called a pioneer for he moved into the valley 
four years later, in 1910. In thinking back 
Tews described the country as being much 
less attractive than it is today for as far as 
the eye could see was sagebrush and more 
sagebrush. The pioneers of that era had to 
grub out this sagebrush with the aid of the 
steam engine, the most popular mechanical 
power supply of the day. Visitors to the 
area today will soon note the many thou- 
sands of acres of carefully tilled and irri- 
gated land in the area and sagebrush is no 
longer the main field crop. 


The soils in the Filer area fall into the 
Portneuf classification, being composed of 
materials from a great variety of rocks, 
limestone and basalt being most common. 
Mr. Tews and his son, Gerald, operate about 
126 acres of this land and their major crops 
are potatoes, beans, peas, grain, and hay 
pasture. The area has excellent drainage in 
Rock Creek and the Snake River and this, 
along with the plentiful supply of irriga- 
tion water from the American Falls res- 
ervoir just about guarantees a crop each 
year. But, the elder Tews realized that the 
commercial fertilizer he used on his crops 
was not giving all of the results he desired 
and he began to give thought to getting into 
the cattle business. He and Gerald felt that 
the registered cattle business was the best 
bet and they soon decided that Angus was 
the breed, but they had not quite decided 
just when to get into the business. From 
the outset their aim was to take advantage 
of the manure that would be available, be- 
cause beans and “spuds” were sure to bene- 
fit largely from the application of plenty 
of barnyard manure, the humus content of 
the soil being naturally very low. They now 
believe the feed bill for their cattle is paid 
for by the manure produced. 


Then came the fateful day, October 9, 
1949. Gerald had gone into Twin Falls to 
attend the sale of Angus cattle and there 
he made the first purchase for the Tews 
outfit. His father was not home at the time 
and when he did arrive his first question 
was “What the deuce are we going to do 
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with them?” But, after the surprise had 
worn off the Tews settled down to the busi- 
ness of being Angus breeders, something 
which they have never regretted. 

Being comparatively new in the register- 
ed cattle business the Tews realized that 
they had a lot to learn about the Angus and 
they began by attending shows of all sizes, 
talking to other Angus folks and visiting 
other Angus herds in all parts of the coun- 
try. They believe that an Angus breeder 
can learn a great deal by simply keeping 
his ears and eyes open and asking questions. 

During the comparatively short time the 
Tews herd has been in operation they have 
built up quite an enviable reputation for 
producing many desirable range bulls with 
plenty of scale and fleshing quality to 
satisfy commercial cattle men in the area. 
Only the best animals of either sex are re- 
tained for the Tews registered herd, the 
undesirable females going for beef pur- 
poses.

Plans for the future are pretty well de- 
fined. It is desired that the herd be held to 
40 to 50 brood cows as this is about the 
size the Tews family can handle without 
interferring with farming operations. They 
are using their bulls only on selected fe- 
males in their attempt to hold quality high. 

The first bull bought by the Tews was a 
Questor bull, their next being an Eiieen- 
mere bull, a great grandson of Eileenmere 
85th and sired by Homeplace Eileenmere 
622d. At the present the Tews are using 
the services of Duncraggan Prince Erica 
5902d, owned jointly with Bill and Willie 
Volkmann of Selma, California. This bull 
was the Supreme Champion at the 1954 
Western Aberdeen-Angus Futurity and 
grand champion of the 1954 California 
State Fair. He was sired by Prince Runny- 
mede 59th, the Duncraggan bull, who is 
sired by Prince Sunbeam 405th, the bull 
that did so much for the Cochran Farms in 
New York.

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Marcu uncoveved a lot of livestock mar- 
ket news a big part of which leaned to the 
favorable side. So-called choice and low- 
prime steers worked lower, but other grades 
held well or advanced, suggesting a nar- 
rower price range but withal pretty fair 
margins of profit. 

Extreme top on steers was $34.25, with 
little above $29.00, against a February peak 
of $36.50. But then there were no such 
qualitied cattle to come in March as earlier, 
either steers or heifers. Against a top of 
$26.50, few heifers during March beat 
24.00, and at times the supply of short- 
feds so greatly exceeded demand that en- 
tirely too many had to sell at and well be- 
low $20.00. 

But not only’ middle-and-lower-grade 
heifers but comparable steers, usually car- 
ried packed a comeback. In view of fairly 
liberal receipts, normal influences of the 
Lenten season and all the pork bargains 
being tossed at meat consumers everywhere, 
this was heartening. In fact, it was so en- 
couraging, on paper at least, that finishers 
bought replacements outright or on con- 
tract at strong to higher prices—mainly 
$18.50 to $23.50, with light yearlings up to 
$24.00 and steer calves as high as $25.50. 
Accordingly, there’s no one in the cattle feed- 
ing business worrying too much about the 
average cost of steer replacements at 8 
leading markets nipping right close to 
$21.00 whereas the average price of fat 
steers at Chicago fell below $24.50. 

As for hogs this class finally recovered 
after staggering to a nine-year low. But 
betterment in hogs, from a Chicago low of 
$15.75 to around $18.00 as March finally 
blew itself out, was not construed as the 
start of any big price rally in the porcine 
end of the market. The whole affair, in fact, 
simply showed that beef was and is the pre- 
ferred meat with consumers, that pork is not 
moving as of yesteryear and may never 
again-at least until leaner and more uni- 
formly flavorful pork is offered in volume, 
not as a specialty. And when, and if, im- 
portations of around 9,000,000 pounds of 
foreign canned hams and shoulders—last 
December’s figures—show abridgment, or 
at least exert less pressure on the domestic 
pork market. 

What all this means to cattle finishers, 
loaded to the sideboards with steers, heif- 
ers and cows, is that the erstwhile incubus 
of cheap pork hovering high to descend on 
and ruin the beef trade, has flown away 
without causing much hurt. So much low- 
priced pork in the shape of 25¢ to 29¢ 
roasts by big chain stores as well as 10¢ to 
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25¢ per pound cheaper prices than last year 
all through the list, naturally became a 
competitive factor in other red meats. But 
so far only a mild one. The recent national 
move to popularize pork along lines em- 
ployed for two years now by the beef people 
may or may not change, meat consumption 
figures enough to provide any marked cur- 
tailment in beef and lamb. Incidentally, 
lamb came into its season’s own during 
March, forcing woolskins at Chicago as 
high as $25.00, with about $24.00 the mar- 
ket late in the month when, however, pen- 
alities against weight were less severe; and 
when Colorado finishers were supplying the 
early Easter trade at $3.00 to $4.00 higher 
live prices than obtained when fed lambs 
started to run last fall. At least part of the 
Cornbelt’s late lamb gain was at the ex- 
pense of a big loss in California’s Imperial 
valley where record rains during February 
served to almost ruin a record-sized old 
crop. California springers at $24.00 down, 
fattened late. 

But, come what may, the cattle industry 
is still rather bullish. And, naturally, hog 
growers felt a little better now in late 
March after prices had improved $2.00 to 
$2.50. Cattle finishers are guessing the sum- 
mer top on prime steers and yearlings at 
Chicago around $30.00, the consensus prob- 
ably favoring $30.00 down to $28.00. In 
hogs, there is much sentiment for a $20.00 
late spring top—a few are standing out, 
opinionwise, for $24.00. But add that what- 
ever price improvement there is this spring 
and next summer stands a good chance to 
fade away into comparatively low prices 
next fall and winter. Assuming that strict- 
ly prime steers, if available, were quotable 
as April approached, around $33.00 to 
$34.00, there is a feeling that any such 
prices are too high to endure, and that any 


and all steers selling at $25.00 upward, 
heifers at $24.00 and better will settle down 
to finally flatten common and medium 
grades, and cows, and undoubtedly cheapen 
stockers and feeders—not too much, but 
some. 

Cattlemen well know the numbers for 
market the industry has ahead of it this 
year, yet gather confidence from now long- 
supported dressed beef markets in the East, 
and especially from the fact that per capita 
consumption of beef in 1954 at 79 pounds 
plus stood better than 19 pounds above 
pork consumption which, until 1953, led 
the beef measurably. Cold storage holdings 
of all meats were moderate April 1 but con- 
ditions have so changed in recent years 
that packers spend much more time trying 
to estimate what housewives have stored in 
home freezers and locker plants, than con- 
sumers frit away in analzing widely pub- 
lished and highly accurate holdings by all 
meat processors in the country. Pork hold- 
ings are still comparatively small so what 
has been and still is confusing that trade is 
why so much less pork from January to 
March 1—even April 1—than in many pre- 
vious big hog years, had to go begging for 
buyers right in the face of bargain pork 
prices. In at least eight previous years, 
with 1953 the latest, January and February 
pork production was considerably larger 
than this year. Yet hogs recently netted 
less on farms than during the OPA days of 
1946. How come? This still is the $64 ques- 
tion to be individually answered by some 
growers by abridged swine production until 
they see whether consumers, in record num- 
bers, have so definitely espoused beef as to 
become unchangeable in so far as meat eat- 
ing is concerned. 

From all which it is not to be assumed 
that hog growers, with Iowa still leading,

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Trichomoniasis in Cattle 


The other day we talked with a cattle- 
|| man who had been having a run of bad luck 
with bulls. He had sold his herd sire about 
a year earlier and replaced him with an- 
other that he thought would do his herd a 
lot of good. He should have, too, for he was 
6 years old and well proven in three differ- 
ent herds. However, he turned out to be a 
lemon, for the cows he served kept coming 
back, sometimes two or three months after 


they were thought to be safely with calf.

A checkup showed he was right, for the 
herd was found to be badly infected with 
trichomoniasis. It was figured that the old 
proven bull had brought in the disease after 
he’d picked it up in the last herd where he 
was used. Since this sort of thing happens 
rather frequently and trichomoniasis is 
often an unsuspected cause of breeding 
trouble in herds, some of our readers may 
be interested in knowing a little more about 
it. 

In cattle it is caused by a single-celled 
parasite called Trichomonas fetus, which 
may be found in the reproductive organs of 
both sexes as well as in or on aborted calves. 
The disease is spread almost entirely by

dure with his cows. He can give them com- 
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plete sexual rest for at least 90 days, and 
most of them will then conceive without too 
much trouble if they are bred artificially to 
a clean bull. Artificial insemination is ad- 
visable since many of these recovered fe- 
males will remain as carrier animals cap- 
able of infecting any bull that breeds them. 
As an alternative plan, two bulls can be 
used naturally in a herd. One is used on all 
cows that have been previously bred, but 
only after they have been rested for 90 
days or more. The other bull is a virgin and 
is used exclusively on virgin heifers the 
first year. The second year he is used on 
virgin heifers and those that were bred to 
him the preceding year, while the other bull 
is still used exclusively on the potentially 
infected older cows. This plan is continued 
year after year until the herd is entirely 
composed of clean animals, when a single 
bull can again be used. There is no medical 
treatment of recognized value for cows. 
Sexual rest does not help bulls, and as a 
rule it is best to dispose of infected sires. 
However, various treatments, including in- 
travenous injections of sodium iodide, have 
been reported of value, and might be given 
a trial in the case of valuable animals. 
Prevention is almost entirely a matter of 
avoiding the purchase of infected animals 
and refusing to use the herd sire naturally 
on cows from outside the herd. Purchased

After his original Angus start 
in 1950 he sold off all but one animal and 
started over again with top cows out of 
many herds. 


But in spite of his critical appraisal of 
his 1955 Angus herd as we walked the lots 
and pastures there wasn’t too much the 
General could find wrong. For early in his 
second start General Sverdrup realized that 
his main need was a really top bull. There 
are several good breeding bulls at Hillside 
Farms but the one who is really carrying 
the ball is Prince Eric Barbarian. A good 
percentage of the cattle in the sale are his 
sons and daughters. It doesn’t take an ex- 
pert to pick them out—they have the flashy 
head, thickness and depth of their sire.

Prince Eric Barbarian was bred in the 
Bradley herd at Calhoun, Missouri, and is 
by Brad’s Prince Eric, one of the top sons 
of Prince Eric of Sunbeam and out of an 
imported dam, The dam of Prince Eric Bar- 
barian is a top Barbara cow in the Bradley 
herd showing three crosses to Glencarnock 
Revolution 6th. Older Angus breeders do 
not have to be reminded that Glencarnock 
Revolution 6th was one of the top Angus 
sires in the late 1920s and early ’30s. In 
1930 his “get” made an enviable reputation 
at the International.

Eric of Sunbeam was heavy with calf when 
she showed for the championship. Early in 
1952 she dropped a calf. In 19583 and 1954 
she again produced. And her 1955 calf is 
not far away. “We are hoping that it will 
be a heifer,” the General commented.

And 
while good bulls are all right we would like 
to have a daughter or two of an Interna- 
tional grand champion cow in the herd.”

HRS YPROGRESS SALE 
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South Taking to Feed Lot Finishing | 


Fits in 


By DUANE ROSENKRANS, Mississippi Agricultural Extension Service 


Steers in the feed lot may sound like 
Mid-West instead of Mid-South cattle talk. 

But it has become a reality in Missis- 
sippi, where increasing numbers of beef 
producers are finding that they can profit- 
ably market home-grown grass, roughages 
and grain in finishing uniform lots of good 
quality mature cattle for the market. It fits 
Mississippi Delta farming particularly well. 

This kind of more specialized, high qual- 
ity beef production can do much toward 
balancing cotton with livestock, which top 
agricultural leaders say is the key to mak- 
ing the land produce the greatest income 
of which it is capable. 

Groups of steers finished in Mississippi 
have recently sold for as high as 25 cents 
per pound at regular sales in the area. 

T. U. Black of near Greenwood is one 
cotton and livestock farmer who has finish- 
ed heavy steers for the first time this win- 
ter, although he has been a cattle producer 
for a number of years. 

He raised all 48 of these as part of the 
calf crop from his 160 commercial Aber- 
deen-Angus brood cows. He uses registered 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls in his herds. 

Last summer’s drouth and short pasture 
was at least partly responsible for getting 
Mr. Black to try the feed lot approach. The 
same 43 steers ended last summer at lighter 
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weights than normal and in poor condition. 

He estimated that he could have sold 
them at that time for not over 12 to 14 
cents per pound, and that their weights 
were about 500 pounds each. 

“I knew that I couldn’t get anything for 
them like that, and I had plenty of corn, so 
I thought I’d experiment and see what I 
could do with them,” Mr. Black declared. 

On October 15 he put the steers on feed. 

He sold 10 head off the lower end of this 
group for an average of 21 cents per pound 
before the middle of February. 

He plans to market the remainder in the 
early spring, depending upon their finish. 
Most of these should grade “good” to 
“choice”, County Agent J. S. McBee, of 
Greenwood, points out. 

It takes good calves to grow into steers 
that will make profitable use of the feeds 
in a program of this kind, animal husband- 
men emphasize. 

“Yes, I think I’ll continue this plan,” Mr. 
Black declared. 

It gives him a better chance to market 
feed, he pointed out. He will pick good 
calves for this feeding. 

No additional cost for labor was involved 
in feeding these steers, Mr. Black stated. 
He used regular farm workers who would 
have been kept on his payroll anyhow. 


with Mississippi Delta Farm Operations 


He started his cattle feeding period with 
cottonseed hulls, hay and cottonseed meal, 
gradually substituting ground ear corn to 
replace the hulls until the cattle were on 
full feed. 

On full feed, the daily ration consisted of 
two pounds of cottonseed meal per animal 
and all the ground ear corn they would con- 
sume, plus four pounds each of hay. 

Hogs following the steers salvaged the 
waste feed. He runs one hog to every two or 
three steers, which finishes them out as top 
hogs averaging 200 pounds or more. 

In the general management of his cow- 
calf herd, Mr. Black is gradually moving to 
more fall calving. This enables the cow and 
her calf to better utilize lush grazing in the 
spring. A better calf results from having 
plenty of milk when he can best utilize it. 

He castrates his bull calves when they are 
a day old and vaccinates them for black leg 
at the same time. Besides vaccinating the 
heifers for black leg, he vaccinates them at 
the age of six to eight months for Bangs 


*disease control. 


He weans his calves at the age of five to 
six months. All of his animals are sprayed 
periodically to control external insect pests. 

In wintering his cows and calves, he uses 
oats pasture, and ground ear corn and hay 
during wet, cold periods. He has grazed 
200 head on one 150 acre area of good oats 
since November. 

Mr. Black has all of his 1,734 acre Holly 
Grove Plantation under fence except 325 
acres of cotton land, Some of this large 
area is in woods, which he is gradually 
clearing. 

He has plenty of permanent pasture for 
spring, summer and fall grazing.

winter. During the summer the ewes and 
lambs are sent for summer grazing in the 
Forest Reserve. They are divided into bands 
of about 1,000 ewes and each band is under 
the supervision of a herder. The lambs are 
marketed when they come down from the 
summer range with their mothers. The 
ranch has two different breeds of register- 
ed sheep. 


Samuel Hartsel was the first rancher in 
the South Park area of Colorado. He located 
his first tract of land in Park County the 
fall of 1862. He established his headquar- 
ters near the place where the South Fork 
and the Middle Fork of the Platte River 
join. Throughout the years this has been 
the headquarters for the ranch.

marker located at the steps of the office at 
McDannald Ranch, the elevation there is 
8,807.72 feet. Portions of the ranch are 
higher. 

The summer grewing season is short, but 
all vegetation makes a very rapid growth 
under normal conditions. Due to the cold 
weather the calves in the commercial herd 
are not dropped early. The bulls are not 
turned with the cows until June 1, and they 
stay in the commercial herd until about 
October 15. 

There are about 200 registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cows. They are mated with select 
bulls of popular bloodlines. This herd sup- 
plies top quality bulls for the commercial 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cows, approximate- 
ly 1100 of breeding age. Some heifers will 
be put into the breeding herd this spring. 

The commercial herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
is used to produce feeder calves and year- 
lings. Most of them find their way into the 
Corn Belt States where they are made into 
quality beeves. 

Like other Colorado ranches, winter feed- 
ing at the McDannald Ranch is determined 
to an appreciable extent by weather condi- 
tions. It can get cold during the winter. The 
coldest it has been at the ranch since Mc- 
Dannald has owned the property was 54 
degrees below zero. A supply of concen- 
trates are put in during the fall for winter 
feeding. 

The ranch has approximately 12,000 acres 
of meadow land that produces around 8,000 
tons of hay each year. The 1954 crop was 
cut short by abnormally dry conditions. 

The hay produced on the ranch meadow 
land is very nutritious and the ranchers 
prefer it to alfalfa for feeding cattle. It 
has a higher market value than alfalfa. 

The ranch has much haying equipment 
including some of the most modern power 
operated machines. Some times during the 
rush season some of the hay is put up by 
contract operators. 

There are two post offices inside the 
ranch, Hartsel and Glenivar. 

Driving in from Colorado Springs on 
Highway No. 24, one can get a very im- 
pressive view of the McDannald Ranch 
from the top of Wilkerson Pass. Back of 
you to the east looms Pikes Peak that juts 
skyward 14,142 feet. Spread out before 
you is a surprising amount of comparative- 
ly level ranch land. Beyond that is the Con- 
tinental Divide. 

A comparatively new addition to the 
modern equipment at the McDannald ranch 
is a two-way radio. A remote control unit 
is maintained at the ranch headquarters. 
McDannald has a moble unit on his ranch 
car. Roy Richerson, general manager of the 
ranch, has one on his car and Jim Graham, 
foreman of the cattle department has one 
on his car. Dr. P. R. Henry, ranch veter- 
inarian, has his car equipped with a set as 
does Gerald Kelley, head of the sheep 
department.

ride along in their car and converse with 
other ranch help 50 to 75 miles away. If 
weather conditions are unfavorable for the 
operation of the two-way radio, a man can 
call the operator at headquarters and have 
the message relayed to the other party at 
the other end of the ranch. 

McDannald says the two-way radio is a 
time saver and a valuable help in maintain- 
ing perfect cooperation among the differ- 
ent departments of the ranch. Instead of 
waiting to contact some one tomorrow it is 
often possible to make the contact and have 
the work done promptly. 


The McDannald ranch headquarters is a 
little town itself. McDannald’s house when 
he is at the ranch is a very interesting 
place. It is not elaborate but it is very com- 
fortable and has a “make-yourself at home” 
appearance. If the ranch owner has a hobby 
it is making pieces of furniture out of odds 
and ends that are both serviceable as well 
as unique. 


Twisted and distorted tree branches have 
been fashioned into lamps. A forage bel- 
lows, a relic of early-day mining operations 
has been given a substantial set of legs and 
can now be used as a table.

first met Don Carlos when he was a very 
young man, still in school, and it is ex- 
tremely pleasing to me to note the rapid 
strides he has made in the breeding and 
judging of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in addi- 
tion to the many other interests of the vast 
Guerrero operations, one of the largest in 
that country which is known for its big 
livestock enterprises. 

As I looked at the pictures shown in the 
magazine I have mentioned, I was remind- 
ed not only of the importance of the photo- 
graphs of the animals, but also to note the 
greatly improved conditions under which 
the animals were shown. When I judged at 
Perth, a block of cobblestone street was 
roped off and used as a judging arena. And 
when one realizes that some of the cobble- 
stone streets and roads of Britain date from 
the Roman occupation, it is not difficult to 
picture them as affording a pretty rough 
surface on which to display animals to the 
best advantage. The pictures of this year’s 
judging at Perth, show the judging being 
done in an enclosed building on the order 
of our own show buildings. In appearance 
it might be our International show arena at 
Chicago or the Cow Palace at San Fran- 
cisco. It certainly is a wonderful improve- 
ment over the early days of the Perth show. 

Of all of the great show rings I have 
seen, however, I believe the one at Palermo 
is the most ideal, although I understand 
that the Palermo showgrounds are to be 
moved and that in the new location the 
judging will be done in an arena such as 
those which have just been mentioned. When 
on the two different occasions I was there, 
the judging was done in a vast arena with 
the blue sky as a roof with gleaming white 
sand underfoot with great trees in the back- 
ground. A better environment could not be 
had for parading the large classes which 
are shown there, particularly when it is un- 
derstood there is no one inside this. en- 
closure, besides the men at the halters of 
the animals, but the judge and his clerical 
assistants.

As the title of this article indicates, my 
thoughts today are rambling, I started out 
by calling attention to my early visions for 
the breed’s progress and have cited in- 
stances to show that this progress has been 
real and far beyond what in those days I 
even dreamed would be possible. But my 
readers could, with good reason, say that 
what I have touched upon are only the 
higher planes of the breed’s activities, that 
I have more or less followed the breed’s 
path to glory and grandeur, and that I 
have, so far, not touched upon the more 
humble activities of the breed, what it has 
accomplished in fulfilling the purpose of its 
greatest usefulness which, in this writer’s 
opinion, transcends its more spectacular ac- 
complishments which, too, have only been 
briefly mentioned. But I have no intention 
of overlooking the more important phase 
which is the improvement of the general 
quality of the beef cattle of the world. 


As one who has seen the breed expand 
from its earliest environment in America, 
the Central West, to all parts of the United 
States and Canada and more remote places, 
I have by no means failed to be impressed 
with the tremendous strides the breed has 
made during my association with it in be- 
coming established in sections where it was 
first thought to be unsuited, areas where 
ruggedness of the highest order is essen- 
tial and where another breed was already 
in almost complete possession. In fact, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle have made a satisfac- 
tory showing under every condition under 
which beef cattle are produced, to the ex- 
tent that today it is fast becoming the 
dominant beef breed in practically every 
beef producing area. 


An authority, for whose judgment 1 
have a great deal of respect, recently made 
the statement that in his opinion the breed- 
ing of registered animals will eventually be 
done exclusively by the large breeder, breed- 
ers who can afford every facility needed for 
attaining the best results including the 
steady employment of a geneticist to han- 
dle the breeding program. 


I have a high regard for the geneticist 
and for his usefulness in the purebred in- 
dustry. And I have emphasized the impor- 
tance of the application of genetic princi- 
pals in our breeding programs. As a matter 
of fact, I have made some study of genetics 
myself. And having, for quite a long pe- 
riod, operated the largest registered herd 
of Angus in the United States, at least the 
one which for quite a span of years record- 
ed more calves than any other herd, I know 
something of the value of the greater tech- 
nical efficiency that can be attained in an 
operation of that size over the smaller herd 
where the work and planning is mostly done 
by the owner himself. Nevertheless, I am 
one who would regret very much to see the 
breeding and the improvement of purebred 
livestock placed entirely in the hands of the 
big operator despite some of the advantages

It 
is a big field and a great work if 
successfully performed” ....

Our salvation 
rests upon the merits of our breed of cattle, 
and as we know we are breeding the breed 
that beats them all the future is ours”. 

Yes, we must confess that these men 
could foresee the future progress of our 
breed, and that they did not hesitate to in- 
vest both time and money to build the 
greatest herd known in those days, a herd 
that has added tremendous impact to the 
value of present day Angus.

Replacement buy- 
ing during March at eight leading stocker 
and feeder markets were about in line with 
the 65,000 head a year earlier, average costs 
of replacements rising meanwhile. In fact, 
winter cattle finishers definitely started to 
unload in late March and early April after 
nursing a rather anemic set of markets 
during February and early March. In this 
the biggest springboard cattlemen had to 
bounce on was continued activity in dressed 
beef markets from Chicago east, a circum- 
stance of long standing which western 
finishers clear on to the Pacific coast and 
western Canada were taking advantage of 
in consigning fat cattle to the River and 
Chicago to sell at $27.75 downward. Never 
has there been such a price disparity be- 
tween far western and cornbelt cattle mar- 
kets as during the last six months which 
means that, unless remedied, most finish- 
ers will continue to watch dressed beef con- 
ditions in the Chicago area and along the 
Atlantic Seaboard this spring and summer 
as indicators of what their cattle, including 
many more Mexican imports in January 
through March than expected, are worth on 
foot. Another locality the livestock trade 
and, for that matter, all others are watch- 
ing, is the Formosa Strait where war of 
varying dimensions could be in the making 
early this spring.

Science is producing more evidence that 
antibiotic feed supplements can mean as 
much in faster growth and better health to 
beef cattle as they do to dairy calves, swine, 
poultry, and other farm animals. 

In experiments at Purdue University, six 
beef calves which received Aureomycin 
(chemical name, chlortetracycline) daily 
from birth to 80 days weighed an average 
of 15 pounds more than seven control calves 
which received no antibiotic. Perry and 
others at Purdue also reported that there 
was a marked decrease in the incidence of 
scours—in calves fed Aureomycin, scouring 
Was reported only on 7 days, as compared 
to 38 days for the controls. The amount of 
Aureomycin fed in the Purdue experiments 
was 24 milligrams per 100 pounds of body 
weight daily. 

At the University of Nebraska, Matsushi- 
ma and co-workers reported that five beef 
calves receiving 15 milligrams of Aureomy- 
cin daily from birth to 12 weeks showed a 
daily weight gain of 2.09 pounds. This con- 
trasted with a 1.77 pound daily gain in a 
control group of calves which did not re- 
ceive the antibiotic. This finding substan- 
tiated an earlier trial at the station. 

Dr. Matsushima said that there were 
markedly fewer cases of scours in the 
groups fed Aureomycin. They also had few- 
er liver abscesses when examined after 
slaughter. 

It is believed that Aureomycin, by elimi- 
nating intestinal disturbances during the 
early preweaning period, prevented inva- 
sion by the organisms in the digestive 
tract which cause liver abscesses. 

A number of investigations have been 
concluded or are in progress at state ex- 
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periment stations to determine how antibio- 
tics can be used most effectively in rations 
for mature ruminants. 

At Purdue University, five yearling heif- 
ers and steers on Aureomycin-supplemented 
rations showed an average daily weight 
gain of 1.64 pounds, in contrast to 1.52 
pounds for five controls receiving no anti- 
biotic. The amount of Aureomycin used was 
9.1 milligrams per pound of grain for the 
first 14 weeks of the trial, 18.1 milligrams 
the next six weeks, and 27.2 milligrams for 
the last six weeks... Grain conversion was 
the same for both groups, but hay conver- 
sion showed an improvement in the anti- 
biotic-fed group. 

Another trial at Purdue, involving high 
roughage rations féd to calves and year- 


lings, showed an even more significant 
response to Aureomycin. Five animals fed 
ground corn cobs and Purdue Supplement A 
(without Aureomycin) showed an average 
daily weight gain of 1.69 pounds. When 75 
milligrams of Aureomycin was added to 
this diet, a similar group made daily weight 
gains averaging 2.18 pounds. 

Thus, the type of ration fed appears im- 
portant to the degree of success of the an- 
tibiotic supplement. The supplementation of 
various high roughage diets with Aureomy- 
cin has improved growth and feed -utiliza- 
tion. The source of roughage has been wide; 
the same good results have been produced 
with dry roughage, green chopped corn, 
corn silage, and grass silage. 

Research findings on the role of antibio- 
tics in feeding beef cattle are being sub- 
stantiated in practice by cattlemen. D. E. 
Alexander of Napa, California, says that 
feeding Aureomycin has materially lessen- 
ed his disease problem, particularly the 
shipping fever complex. 

“It also appears that we have the prob- 
lem of abscessed livers well under control. 
Cn calves going to slaughter last fall, ab- 
scessed livers were down to 2 per cent. Be- 
fore the Aureomycin program we had up 
to 50 per cent abscessed livers—which 
meant up to $7 a head loss when cattle were 
high during the war,” Alexander says. 

“We carried 124 two-year-olds through 
last’ winter on a high-fiber ration, plus 
Aureomycin, at a cost of 22 cents per pound 
of gain. Those cattle sold for 24 cents a 
pound. 

“Alexander’s Aureomycin program is as 
follows: Inbound calves receive 10 to 12 
milligrams of the antibiotic in their feed 
per day, per 100 pounds of live weight, for 
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the first seven days. In some cases, this 
dosage goes up to 15 milligrams for the 
first week. 

“After seven days the dosage is dropped 
to 10 milligrams per 100 pounds of body 
weight and then increased as the calves 
gain but never beyond 75 milligrams per 
head, per day. The cost ranges between 
thirty-five hundredths and six-tenths cents 
per day,” Alexander says.

NEW RED CLOVER SHOWS 
PROMISE FOR MID WEST 

A new variety of medium red clover, 
named Dollard, has been released by several 
Midwest agricultural experiment stations 
after 10 years of testing. 


C. N. Hittle, agronomist at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Agriculture, says 
you'll be able to get a limited amount of 
seed in 1956. 

Dollard has shown up exceptionally well 
in the northern two-thirds of Illinois, Hittle 
reports. It is resistant to northern an- 
thracnose, a stem disease, making it partic- 
ularly well suited to northern Illinois. 

Dollard will live when other red clover 
varieties fail, and it will outyield other 
varieties when anthracnose is present. 

Although Dollard ranks with other red 
clovers in total season yields, Hittle says 
that it produces a lighter second cutting 
than some other varieties.

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at the time, it probably was vibriosis. 

The plan of assembling many clean and 
infected herd sires and the use of the same 
artificial vaginas or the use of a common 
teaser cow undoubtedly will or at least 
could help spread this disease, vibriosis, or 
it could spread trichomoniasis throughout 
a stud of bulls. This may seldom happen but 
surely is possible. 

In watching most farmers or their at- 
tendants who collect semen from a bull, 
there is some careiess handling of the penis 
of the bull with bare hands when collecting 
semen. Failure to wash the hands before 
grasping the next bull’s preputial tuft or 
the skin near it, even without manually 
grasping the penis, can infect bulls. So it is 
perhaps possible to spread the disease by 
careless manipulations where no _ rubber 
gloves are used and where there is no dis- 
infection of the hands between collections. 

For the ordinary breeding farm of dairy 
or beef cattle the purchase of a herd sire of 
any age is dangerous and is especially liable 
to introduce vibriosis if an older sire is add- 
ed to the herd or if any sire is purchased 
which has been used or has in some manner 
been exposed to the infection. He may un- 
der rare circumstances have been exposed 
to this infection actually without having 
bred a cow if he is on a farm where there 
are enough infected bulls. 

This may seem to be a pessimistic view 
regarding the cause of the disease, but it 
seems to me and to those studying the prob- 
lem that it is obvious that the disease oper- 
ates along such lines. 

Symptoms of This Condition 

The first question that should be asked a 
breeder is: “Are you breeding all of your 
cows artificially and have you been doing it 
for a long time?” If he says “yes” to both 
those questions and there is no bull on the 
place that ever breeds a cow directly, prob- 
ably his sterility is not due to vibrio infec- 
tion. This would have to be qualified to say 
that the semen is properly treated to pre- 


vent it, which we will take up later. 

The next question would be: “How many 
of your cows and heifers have prolonged 
heat periods—from 27 to 60 days instead of 
somewhere around 21 days.” Quite a high 
percentage will show that type of prolonged 
heat period if they are being infected reg- 
ularly and bred with artificial or direct ser- 
vice. This breeding process applies the 
vibrio organism to their cervix and vagina 
or even in the uterus when deep artificial 
breeding is used. But it is interesting that 
very few of these cows and heifers have 
more than one prolonged heat period. They 
then settle down io a somewhat regular pe- 
riod apparently after an unobserved abor- 
tion; but they do not conceive promptly in 
very many instances. 

If there is no sterility problem in the 
herd, there is generally no vibriosis present 
in the herd, or at least, it is not active at 
the time.

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On the other hand, if the only problem in 
the herd is a series of abortions without any 
sterility, that usually does not mean vibrio- 
sis. In some herds, abortions are of un- 
known etiology and are not due to any 
present known causes. 

The only observable symptom in the cow 
herself is the history given above and the 
presence of cloudy mucus for awhile right 
after artificial or natural infection. This 
was brought out very beatuifully in an ex- 
perimental herd which Dr. McEntee devel- 
oped at Cornell. He started out to learn 
what effect it would have on fertility of 
heifers to inseminate them with semen con- 
taining vibrio. He found that it made them 
have long heat periods and cloudy mucus 
and they failed to conceive and in one in- 
stance aborted. Second, he wanted to know 
what was the comparative value of vaginal 
mucus and blood serum agglutinations tests. 
He found that the vaginal mucus was very 
much more reliable. Third, would infection 
spread from infected to non-infected heif- 
ers by contact. It did not. 

The infected group where he put the ac- 
tual live culture into the semen and put that 
into uterus required an average of five in- 
seminations per pregnancy, ranging from 
one to sixteen services. One heifer was 
slaughtered after thirteen services and was 
not pregnant. In a second group he simply 
took bull’s semen as it came from a group 
of infected bulls and bred them with that 
without diluting it or without adding any 
antibiotics to it. Here it required an aver- 
age of five services, one to eight insemina- 
tions per pregnancy. 

The control group with no infection (clean 
bulls or if not semen was treated with an- 
tibiotics) required only one to three in- 
seminations per pregnancy and averaged 
about one service per pregnancy. He ob- 
served that the estrual mucus at the time 
of heat was usually cloudy and in recently 
infected heifers it gradually became clear 
before pregnancy was established. Parenthe- 
tically, I would say at this point that most 
good men working in this field of sterility, 
like Dr. E. B. Hopper and W. L. Williams, 
said for years that you should not breed a 
heifer or cow unless the vaginal mucus was 
glassy clear. They may have been looking 
at vibrio mucus when they found upon the 
examination of cows before breeding that 
the mucus was not clear. 

The pathology, as far as examing the 
genital tracts after they have been taken 
out of a cow, is practically negative. There 
is nothing that would show up on the ex- 
amination of a cow’s ovaries, oviducts, or 
uterus that has vibriosis that would not be 
present in any other infection or in no in- 
fection at all. In that way it is quite dif- 
ferent from trichomoniasis where there 
might be a great accumulation of pus in the 
uterus with a dead fetus floating in a seal- 
ed cervix. 


The Diagnosis 
About 1941 on to 1949, a great deal of 


noise was made about the value of the blood 
(serum) test for the diagnosis of vibriosis. 
I was guilty of coming into the state of 
New Jersey and examining a few Angus 
cattle and telling the owner that he had 
better send them back where he got them 
because their blood reacted to the test for 
Vibrio fetus infection. I did this in a per- 
fectly honest manner as did other workers 
at that time. We tested entire herds where 
there was trouble and all the cows reacted. 
We tested other entire herds where there 
was a perfect breeding record and nearly 
all of these cows reacted to the blood-serum 
test which was run similarly to the agglu- 
tination test for brucellosis. Yet, there was 
a great deal accomplished by the work of 
Plastridge and his associates in Connecticut 
who popularized this blood test. It attracted 
the attention of the public and the legisla- 
ture in New York State and in other states 
to the importance of this new place that 
vibrionic disease had to assume. 


I can remember distinctly talking to Dean 
W. A. Hagan and Dr. Peter Olafson about 
1943 in trying to convince them that there 
might be a great field for study in connec- 
tion with this disease because we knew 
nothing about it. Besides this, there was a 
great deal of sterility cropping up all over 
the country following the use of artificial 
breeding and considerable sterility in direct 
service herds. They frowned on the idea and 
tried to maintain that vibrio was a non- 
pathogenic organism. 

It soon happened that there was so much 
pressure put on to get something done about 
these problem herds that plenty of money 
became available so that the College of 
Agriculture and the College of Veterinary 
Medicine set up a cooperative study of the 
problem. 

Antigens 


Under the diagnosis the finding of a 
stable and suitable antigen has caused the 
blood test to be used less and less since the 
antigen problem has never been solved. It 
has been possible, however, to develop an 
antigen, which was found actually at Storrs, 
Connecticut, that is useful when a cow has 
been bred to an infected bull and you want 
to test her vaginal mucus. This same anti- 
gen can be used on the blood of a cow that 
has aborted. If it happens to be positive for 
vibrio, it may mean that she has vibriosis. 
If it is negative for brucella and leptospira, 
it is quite probable that she has aborted 
from vibriosis. 

Just to prove how unreliable the blood 
test is, I will quote again from the work of 
my associate and former student, McEntee 
(3), who has spent a great deal of time run- 
ning a very clear-cut and classic experiment 
on the three groups of heifers, two of which 
were infected and one of which was not. 

This using reaction mucus, which is so 
much more reliable than the blood test, per- 
sists in the vaginal mucus of the cows that 
were artificially infected for from 4-23 
months, an average of eight months. Two 
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were still giving strong reactions at the 
end of twenty-three months when the re- 
port ended. 

Cultural results of mucus from cows at 
the time they are in heat and from infected 
heifers and cows suspected of being infect- 
ed are frequently used. 

In McEntee’s (3) experiments the heat 
mucus samples from fifty-five samples from 
infected heifers showed positive cultures in 
about 26 percent of the cases. Bryner and 
Frank (1) have shown that only strains 
which are catalase positive and deep-grow- 
ing strains on thiol media are pathogenic 
for cattle. So that culture above is not a 
very reliable test compared to the mucus 
agglutination test. Bryner states that there 
is no interference with the value of the 
mucus-agglutination test, but this needs 
more study. 

Another thing regarding the diagnosis is 
that bulls are regularly negative on the 
blood test for vibrio and yet these same 
bulls will regularly infect cows from the 
local infection in their sheath which does 
not cause a general rise in their serum titer. 
Yet if the bull should react or the cow does 
react to one of these serum tests, it prob- 
ably is a count against them. Failure is 
largely through failure to react in the in- 
fected bull and through reacting when they 
are not infected in cows. 

Therefore, to make the diagnosis, you 
must have six to ten females, preferably 
heifers, that were bred for at least two 
months for the first service (or first ser- 
vice since their last normal calving). It 
should not be longer than nine months since 
the first mating to the suspected bull, if 
you are going to test their mucus. 

Such a group may or may not have been 
bred repeatedly but if the record of bulls 
used at each service is available, it will help 
to decide just what bulls infected the 
females. 

So far as we know there is no false posi- 
tive agglutination test on the mucus so far 
as cross-agglutination is concerned. There 
is a possibility of it with Trichomonas bovis 
according to Drs. Gilman and Hughes at the 
Cornell Laboratory. That is not proved yet. 

Differential Diagnosis 

It is only fair to say that there are at 
least four or five other things that may ap- 
pear to be vibriosis when they are not. I 
think it will be proved that some of these 
cows that react to mucus tests will be 
sterile from other reasons. 

1. Granular or nodular vaginitis. This 
Was considered much more important a few 
years ago than it is now. It was often treat- 
ed when vibriosis was the real cause of the 
breeding failure. No doubt, however, Trout- 
man (5), as late as 1954, showed evidence 
that it does constitute a definite disease en- 
tity that will lower fertility slightly. In 
some herds it presented the same picture of 
irregular heat which we always see with 
vibriosis. Probably, actually in those cases, 
had we used vaginal swabs for the agglu-

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tination test, we would not have been fool- 
ed by the vulvar granules. No doubt we 
were bothered by vibriosis, while treating 
granules. 

2. Trichomoniasis. This is a compara- 
tively rare infection in the East, but it can 
cause exactly the same symptoms as vibri- 
osis. It is well known to exist in a few of 
the same herds at the same time with vibri- 
osis. It causes cows to develop one symptom 
never seen in vibriosis. I refer to a macer- 
ated dead fetus in a uterus full of pus. 
There may be ounces or gallons of thin 
greyish-brown pus in the uterus. 

The diagnosis is by recovering the pro- 
tozoan, “the trich,” from such a uterus or 
from the sheath of bulls, or from the vagina 
of any cow that has been bred to infected 
bulls. It is washed out of the sheath in a 
pint of saline, centrifuged, and cultured on 
Binns’ media—Binns being a specialist in 
Utah who did a lot of work with us here a 
year ago on vibriosis and trichomoniasis. 

3. The repeater cows may be due to a 
great variety of causes including a sterile 
bull or bulls of rather low fertility or bulls 
spreading other infections. These latter in- 
fections spread by bulls are rarely seen, but 
are very serious. 

4. As an example of embryonic mortal- 
ity which is generally associated with infer- 
tility in the bull, I can quote the following 
to prove that the bull with or without vibrio- 
sis is a cause of so-called sterility. An em- 
bryonic mortality of 25.5 percent in bulls of 
high fertility and 14.9 percent in less fer- 
tile bulls was reported by Kidder (2) et al. 
using several artificial breeding studs as a 
basis for his study. 

I have always been a great believer in the 
fact that you are licked before you start in 
the problem of sterility unless you have an 
unusually fertile bull to use directly or 
artificially. I am not convinced that the 
dilution of semen with antibiotics will cure 
sterility in the bull. It may make a few 
bulls that are rather poor breeders a little 
bit better than they would be without it. 


The best example of a poor bull to use as 
a breeder was brought to my attention only 
February 17. I had treated the bull off and 
on by mail and otherwise for nine months 
without much success. I had told the owner 
on the first visit, April 1954, that the prob- 
lem was that the bull had been too fat all 
his life and had a terrific deposit of fat 
under the skin within the region of the 
scrotum above and ahead of both testes. 
The testes were small and not at all pen- 
dulous, somewhat buried in this fat, partic- 
ularly when in recumbency. The bull de- 
livered semen too poor to insure fertility. 

In beef bulls this is a serious problem and 
I think we are defeating the purpose of 
keeping beef cattle when we allow them to 
get so fat that they become sterile partly 
from this excess of fat from over-fitting. I 
am sure that if this same bull had been al- 
lowed to be really thin all his life, that he 
might have been quite fertile. 


I feel that if you are going to use bulls as 
breeders, it would be better to show them 
thin and keep them relatively thin rather 
than to try to grow them so rapidly and 
keep them excessively fat. 

5. The question is often asked if all the 
cystic ovary cows are sterile because of 
vibriosis. I would say that there is always 
a possibility that cystic ovary cows may 
have vibriosis, but they do not have to have 
it to be sterile or to become cystic, There are 
plenty of incurable cystic ovary cases that 
are not infected with vibriosis in our ex- 
perience. 

Prevention ; 

The prevention of this disease is not dif- 
ficult. I have put on a sheet to pass out to 
you just exactly what was done on a short 
experiment to prove that the prevention of 
vibrio infection is simple. Dilute the semen 
at least 1:25 and add 500 units of penicillin 
and 500 mg. of streptomycin to each cc. of 
diluted semen. This should also contain 3 
mg. of sulfanilamide per cc. unless it is to 
be frozen when the sulfa is omitted. It must 
be held at six hours in this diluter before 
use. 

You may ask why add all this sulfanila- 
mide and penicillin. That is done to kill oth- 
er bacteria that are regularly present in se- 
men and to thus try to increase the fertility 
of the diluted semen. The dilution factor of 
1:25 and 1:40 of semen and egg yolk citrate 
buffer or milk diluter is very important. 
The six hour storage while cooling from 
body temperature to 40 degree F before the 
diluted semen is placed in the cows is equal- 
ly important. 

There is the “hope” unproven as yet that 
twice as much of each antibiotic would 
make it possible to use the semen in a short- 
er time than six hours, after collection. 

Frozen semen must come ideally from 
bulls whose undiluted semen will not infect 
virgin heifers or raise the vibrio fetus ag- 
glutination titer of their vaginal mucus. 

The fertility rate in bulls where frozen 
semen was used is reported as 71 percent 
on the 60-90 day non return on 800 services 
at our bull stud at Ithaca. But they qualify 
this statement by saying that “While these 
fertility results look favorable, recent evi- 
dence indicates that glycerol extenders 
which allow spermatozoa to survive freez- 
ing also may allow the vibrio organisms to 
survive with present antibiotics. Until 
Vibrio fetus can be controlled in frozen se- 
men, its routine use is highly questionable. 
This problem is under intensive investiga- 
tion.” They state again in frozen semen, 
however, when the same antibiotics are 
used, there is some survival of Vibrio fetus. 
At present we are testing a combination of 
antibiotics and exposure time which should 
kill the organisms in the frozen semen. 
There are certain diseases not spread by 
unfrozen semen which may be spread by 
frozen semen and we hope to devise treat- 
ment procedures so that the disease may be 
eliminated from the bulls themselves. 
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It is further recommended that when the 
instructions already given cannot be fol- 
lowed or that the bull being used has to be 
used directly or the semen is not properly 
diluted or not properly held after dilution 
or in any event that the cows do not con- 
ceive promptly after the use of what may 
be infected semen, the following can be 
done: The uterus can be infused at one heat 
period or a few days later and the cow bred 
at the next estrus, She can be infused 6-12 
hours before service and then bred. The 
best method of all seems to be to infuse the 
uterus with suitable aqueous solution of 
antibiotics 12-72 hours after service. The 
egg is fertilized and enters the uterus about 
three days after the cow is in heat. For the 
next several days it is so small that prob- 
ably putting a small amount of antibiotics 
in the uterus would not interfere with it. 
At any rate, the results of this procedure 
seem to indicate that the plan is somewhat 
helpful. 

The other procedure would be to try to 
treat the bulls. In Denmark this has been 
attempted by the use of streptomycin in 
the sheath and on the penis and prepuce. 
There is a possibility that it may have done 
some good, but there is also a fear in this 
country that it may develop a resistant 
strain of vibrio that could not or would not 
be killed by use of antibiotcis in the semen. 
Then, of course, our one sound avenue of 
attack on the disease would be lost. I have 
treated some bulls with antibiotics and 
other agents and I have seen no evidence 
that this bad result occurred. 

Unfortunately, we do not know when a 
cow is ready to be classified as free from 
the disease, since we do not know how long 
a cow will carry the disease after she has 
calved normally following a period of infec- 
tion. That is, the cow was bred and finally 
became pregnant and calved; then is she 
safe to breed back to a clean bull? That we 
do not know, so we continue to use artificial 
breeding on infected animals and use the 
properly diluted and antibiotic treated 
semen. 

To prevent sterility in general and prob- 
ably to prevent this vibrionic sterility, it is 
often desirable to repeat services every 
twelve hours for three or four times in a 
given estrual period and to never put se- 
men any farther forward than the anterior 
part of the cervix, especially after the initial 
service. 

Cows that abort from vibrio infection and 
often recover promptly and are, according 
to rumor but not by proven work, somewhat 
immune can be bred right back with some 
success, especially if they are bred arti- 
ficially. 

Finally, I would follow the suggestion of 
Trimberger (4) in the control of genital 
diseases in general. In his work the cows 
that were bred under 60 days post partum 
had an average of 0.52 previous estrus pe- 
riod and were fresh for an average of 47.7

TEXAN BUYS 221 COWS 
IN IOWA AND NEBRASKA 

One of the largest Aberdeen-Angus pur- 
chases in some time has been made by N. P. 
Powell of Tyler, Texas. Mr. Powell has se- 
cured 221 registered Angus females of 
breeding age from breeders in Iowa and 
Nebraska. The purchases were made by 
Maurice Boney of the Aberdeen-Angus 
JOURNAL. 

Included in the cattle going to the Texas 
rancher was the entire Kitty Clover herd at 
Omaha, Nebraska-—102 mature females and 
25 calves. Prior to this purchase 65 cows 
and heifers were bought from Crews and 
Stoiley, Moorhead, Iowa; 30 females from 
Lester Hullinger & Son, Pleasanton, lowa; 
and 24 cows and heifers from Leonard Han- 
son at Dickens, lowa—a total of 119. 

Mr. Powell is no newcomer to Angus 
ranks. For some years he has operated a 
commercial Angus herd of around 800 cows 
on a leased ranch near Cotulla, Texas. The 
new registered herd will be maintained at 
his main ranch near Meridian. The cattle 
have gone to Texas in two shipments and 
the Texas breeder reports that they are 
really blooming on spring pasture. 


VETERAN BREEDER PASSES ON 


Mr. Everett N. Caldwell died March 
18, 1955 at the Wayne County Hos- 
pital of lukemia. He was 54 years old 
at the time of his death. Mr, Everett 
Caldwell and his father were breed- 
ers of purebred Aberdeen-Angus for 
many years and until 1952 operated 
as a partnership known as G. C. Cald- 
well & Son, of West View Angus 
Farms, Humeston, Iowa. 

In 1952 Mr. Everett N. Caldwell 
purchased the entire interest in the 
cattle and continued to operate the 
herd as West View Angus Farms. 
The herd was founded about 35 years 
ago, and they exhibited cattle at local 
shows and fairs as well as the Iowa 
State Fair until 1946 and 1947, win- 
ning considerable recognition for the 
herd. Mr. Everett Caldwell was a life 
member of the National Association 
and was president of the Wayne 
County Angus Breeders’ Association 
for eight years and was on the board 
of directors of the Iowa Southern As- 
sociation for a number of years. 

Surviving is Mr. Caldwell’s wife, 
Hazel W. Caldwell and one son, Gil- 
bert R, Caldwell who plan to main- 
tain the herd. The son, Gilbert, may 
be reached at 505-508 Maytag Build- 
ing, Newton, Iowa.
